POLICE SCRAMBLE TO MEET 2017 GOALS 

Hamptons Police announced that they are way 
behind on their revenue goals as the end of 
the year approaches. Administrators in the 
department blamed the shortfall on officers’ 
failure to issue fines at the levels that the 
department anticipated. So that the department 
can at least hope to meet minimum expectations 
for funding obtained by ticketing, the Chief of the 
Hamptons Police instructed patrol officers to 
adopt a more proactive approach to enforcing 
local laws and ordinances. “Our patrols have 
historically generated a lot more money than 


we've seen this year,” says Hamptons Police 
spokesman Larry Hirsch. “Our statistics show 
that ticketing has dropped precipitously for a 
number of common offenses.” 

Among the areas in which police seem to have 
been lax in their enforcement are local rules and 
regulations pertaining to dress. “In most years 
our Officers issue at least 45 summonses to 
people caught wearing white after Labor Day,” 
says Hirsch. “At $75 per offense, that’s been a 
cash cow for us. And this year, they only issued 
12 tickets for that offense.” Numbers were 


‘similarly down in Sag Harbor, where violations 


of the mandated Casual Attire Code have 
typically meant large fines for out-of-towners 
unfamiliar with the law. Hirsch sounded like he 
suspects that officers have grown unwilling to 
enforce that particular regulation. “In 2016, we 
were pulling in thousands a day nabbing guys 
for wearing neckties in Sag Harbor village. That 
should be like shooting fish in a barrel. This year, 
it was down to a paltry $500 a day, on average. 
Our guys have to do better.” The most marked 
decline in the past year has been in the issuance 


of tickets for violations of the Hamptons Live 
Music Code, which regulates the playlists of 
local bands when they play in nightclubs and 
restaurants and forbids the playing of certain 
overplayed cover tunes. “If our officers didn’t 
fine anybody for playing ‘Brown Eyed Girl’ in 
2017, they obviously haven’t been listening very 
carefully,” says Hirsch. The Live Music Code 
also requires that instrumental solos played 
by musicians in local bands be “concise, to the 
point, and no more than one minute in length.” 
Apparently, police were turning a blind eye to 
violations of the rule. “For the first time since 
the code was enacted, we didn’t issue a single 
summons for a long, pointless guitar solo,” 
says Hirsch. “Have all of the guitarists suddenly 
gotten better—could be, but I seriously doubt 
it.” Hirsch warns residents to expect heightened 
scrutiny in the coming weeks as officers seek to 
issue many more tickets in order to make up the 
lost ground.

Farmers with Potato Bazookas Put an End to Leafblower War

he war started, as wars often do, over a very 
$mall thing. Out at the Bluehorn mansion, 
caretaker Joe McCreary looked.out across the 
manicured 10-acre lawn from his pickup truck 
on Further Lane and noticed that one of the 
workmen from the Black mansion next door 
was using a leaf blower to noisily blow stacks 
of newly fallen leaves across the property line 
and onto the Bluehorn property.

As he watched, the dogs ran into 
the pile angrily, then, in moments, emerged 
to run back toward the house, covered with 
leaves, whimpering. 
McCreary got out of his pickup and’ walked 
briskly toward the leaf blower operator now 
trespassing on the Bluehorn’s property with 


his leaf blower. When he got to within 50 feet 
of him, he shouted at him to stop. The man 
ignored him. He couldn’t possibly hear him. He 
was wearing earplugs. McCreary returned to 
the truck. 

Picking his cell phone out of the holster on 
the dashboard, he called Mariano, who headed 
up the crew of workmen he'd hired to blow the 
leaves off the Bluehorn property. 

“Mariano, better get down here fast,” he said. 
“We got trouble.” 

“Yes sir,” Mariano said. They both hung up. 

Fifteen minutes later, Mariano’s blue pickup 
came roaring down Further Lane. He was coming 
just in time. The roiling mountain of leaves was 
now 10 feet high and closing in on the mansion. 
You couldn’t even see the leaf blower guy in 
there. But McCreary could tell where he was. 
The leaves moved in waves of furious sputters. 
He was behind the sputters. 

McCreary walked over to Mariano as he 
brought the pickup to a halt. Three of Mariano’s 
men leaped down from the back, and, with their 
backpacks on and their blowers at the ready, 
ran over to McCreary for instruction. 

McCreary pointed. He didn’t have to say 
a word. The three men, along with Mariano, 
turned their blowers onto screech and ran 
single file toward the pile. They’d drive the 
leaves back. Soon the leaves were going the 


other way, fluttering up in the air as they went 
back. It was three against one. 

At that moment, McCreary’s cell phone rang 
with its special ring. It was Mr. Bluehorn, at his 
desk in the corner office of the 53rd floor of 
the glass-and-steel Bluehorn office building on 
Manhattan’s Sixth Avenue.

McCreary took the phone away from _ his 
mouth and yelled toward the tornado where 
Mariano was conducting the operation from 
the rear. 

“Mariano! We'll need a second crew.” 

Mariano waved and nodded. He ducked low 
and retreated toward the Bluehorn mansion 
so he could be heard ordering the necessary 
reinforcements on his own cell phone. 

Bluehorn could hear the conversation. 
*em, McCreary.” 

Bluehorn jumped up and down in his corner 


office, rattling the floor and knocking a row of - 


scrimshaw off a glass shelf at the back of the 
rolling bar. 

“Yes, sir,” McCreary said. 

Soon the four men in the second crew arrived 
and brought the leaf war to a stalemate. Billows 
of leaves on the left flank of the Black property 
would go over to the Bluehorn property. Then 
billows of leaves on the Bluehorn property’s 
right flank would be thrown back to where they 
came from. 

“Atta boy, atta boy,” Bluehorn shouted into 
the phone. He’d sat back down in his executive 
chair. And then his secretary poked her head 
in the door. 

“We have Mr. Black on line three.” 

Bluehorn punched up Black. He took a deep 
breath. But before he could speak, Black did. 

“Ha, ha, ha, ha, ha, ha, whoooo,” 


“Get . 


Black screamed, then hung up. 

Out at the Bluehorn estate, McCreary looked 
down the road, hoping to: see still more of 
Mariano’s backup crew. Instead, he saw two 
unfamiliar pickup trucks, full of leaf blower 
people, turn into the Black driveway and head 
toward the mountain of leaves. 

“Dammit,” he said to nobody in particular. 

“IT heard that,” Bluehorn said. : 

Now the. tide was shifting again, and the 
leaves moved again further onto the Bluehorn 
property. The noise was almost unbearable. 

When teams of police cars arrived 20 minutes 
later, the officers found oceans of fluttering 
leaves getting blown hither and thither, not just 
on the Bluehorn and Black properties but on the 
adjacent neighbor’s property whose caretakers 
had gotten into the fray with their own leaf- 
blowing crews. Soon, leaf-blowing crews up and 
down Further Lane, Hither Lane and Middle 
Lane roiled the whole area in a full-scale battle. 

Reinforcements from neighboring police 
departments were called in, but chaos 
continued. Soon, as a last resort, the police 
telephoned the backup brigade of potato farmer 
marksmen wielding potato bazookas. By noon, 
they were firing at every leaf blower they could 
find and bringing them to the ground. 

Two hours later, the situation was finally 
brought under control. Twenty-two workers 
were taken to Stony Brook Southampton 
Hospital with potato bruises on their bodies, 
nine potato farmers were brought in suffering 
leaf burns, and two police officers suffered 


minor injuries. All were released after treatment, 
on their own recognizance. 

By evening, nine dogs were _ reported 
still missing, the online noise complaint 
totals. went through the roof at the East 
Hampton Airport, and when the reporters 
and media people arrived, all they were able 
to report seeing were leaves scattered 
everywhere, even on the swimming pools 
and tennis courts where they had 
originally fallen one month before the leaf 
blowers arrived. 

“It was a remarkable scene,” a blogger said 
in a video posted on YouTube. “Like before the 
hedgerow people came.” 

Late that night, down at the police station, 
McCreary and O’Hara, the two caretakers at 
Bluehorn and Black respectively, were booked 
and held without bail, as were 35 other 
caretakers and 57 leaf blowers. Seventy-one 
leaf blowers and fourteen pickup trucks were 
also confiscated. 

Next Thursday afternoon at the VFW Hall in 
Amagansett at 3 p.m., 17 potato farmers are to 
be given bronze medals for bravery in putting 
down what very nearly was a full-blown town- 
wide civil war. The farmers had nipped the 
situation in the proverbial potato bud at the 
very last minute to save the day. 

“This was our first action since the surfcaster 
incident five years ago,” said potato farmer 
Benjamin Yastrezmski. “The brigade worked 
like clockwork, and I am proud of each and 
every one of them.” #& 
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Flashmobs, the Russians and How Far We Have Fallen

s Special Counsel Robert Mueller continues 

his investigation, | have come across a 
series of events investigators uncovered that 
appear to be something the Russians staged 
while taking a break from their main job. It was 
a series of tweets and claims they inserted into 
social media that got two groups in Texas to 
unwittingly protest against each other while 
standing on opposite sides of the street, a 
confrontation so intense that only the police 
kept it from turning violent. 

The Russians, wherever they were, must have 
high-fived one another at seeing the results. 

In many ways, it reminded me of the wonderful 
early days of the internet, when everybody was 
so happy and excited about it. Remember flash 
mobs? A nice person would open a new store 
in a neighborhood, and friends would quietly 
arrange a surprise. The word would go out. At 
3:20 p.m. on Friday, everybody go to this new 
store, come in the front door, mill around and 
congratulate the owners, then at 3:30 p.m. on 
the dot, buy something and take it to checkout. 
It might be another half-hour before you get to 
the front of the line, but by that time the owner 
would understand what was going on and be 
jumping up and down with joy. 

Here’s what the Russians did, confirmed 


by American investigators: First, the Russians 
started a Facebook page called Heart of Texas, 
which took the position that Muslims were 
taking over America and would have to be 
stopped. In a very short time, this page attracted 
about a quarter-million followers. 

In early May of 2016, the Russians learned of 
a plan by a mosque in Houston to open up a 
new library. Heart of Texas sounded the alarm. 
“Stop Islamization of Texas!!” they declared. 
“Join us in protest. Make your voices heard.” 
The Heart of Texas page then named the street 
corner and the time and day. 

Heart of Texas then arranged to have 
this posted on Reddit, a popular website 
with millions of readers. Then the Russians 
unleashed Part Two. 

Earlier, they discovered a real organization 
called United Muslims of America, which had a 
large viewership but did not have a Facebook 
page. So the Russians created a fake page for 
them and linked it to Reddit. And on Reddit, 
they sounded the alarm about what Heart of 
Texas was about to do. 

“Bigots are planning to intimidate through 
weaponized fear this Saturday at noon,” one 
of the “Muslims” on Reddit wrote. Then the 
Russians “found” this on the Facebook page 
they created for United Muslims of America. And 
here, the Russians demanded a counterattack. 


Don’t let these bigots win. Be at the location at 
noon Saturday. We are all Americans. They are 
not going to get away with this. 

Thus, that Saturday at noon, two crowds 
stood across the street from each other, hurling 
insults. In describing what happened, The New 
York Times wrote “Videos of the protest show 
real emotion—people on opposite sides of the 
street screaming, swearing and truly angry to 
have to share the country with the bozos on 
the other side.” 

I watched a video. Confederate flags wave. 
Dozens of the Muslim protesters shake signs. 
It’s pretty nasty. 

Only the Houston police, pacing around in 
bulletproof vests in the center of the street, 
kept these two mobs from attacking each other. 

Unfettered and unregulated, the internet 
was for many years a happy place where 
users enjoyed doing research, meeting 
friends, watching cat videos and hooking up. 
What’s happened? It’s like the movie Gremlins, 
where children meet this group of new, 
cuddly furry animals who grow into monsters 
that kill people. 

If we can’t or won’t regulate or find a way 
to stop what this has turned into, we will 
instead get what we deserve—hatred, fake 
news and violence that will ultimately unravel 
the democracy we all hold so dear. §& 
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Montaukett Tribal Recognition Dealt a Setback

ast week, New York Governor Andrew 

Cuomo vetoed a bill, passed by both the 
New York State Assembly and Senate, that 
would have provided state recognition to the 
Montaukett Indians as a tribe. Having state 
recognition would not provide much help to 
the Montauketts—the Shinnecocks got such 
recognition in 1792 without getting much of 
anything because of it—but it can be a stepping 
stone to getting national recognition from 
the federal government. There, the Bureau of 
Indian Affairs stands ready to provide a greater 
degree of help to Indian tribes, which is what 
happened in the case of the Shinnecocks when 


they received recognition seven years ago. 

The governor said he vetoed this state bill 
because, if signed into law, it would cause the 
state to bypass the process by which an Indian 
tribe gets state recognition. That process would 
have to include an investigation by the state to 
determine the tribe’s history and continuous 
existence over the centuries. And no such state 
process currently exists. 

There is a catch-22 to of all this for the 
Montauketts. The process that the state 
proposes to set up in order to review the 
Montauketts’ request would be modeled after 
the federal process, which is laborious, long and 
very expensive. (The feds got the application 
for the Shinnecocks in 1973. It took nearly 30 
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years of investigation of historical records to 
decide that the Shinnecocks were a tribe.) But 
there is no investigation and you can’t have 
approval without the process. It goes around 
and around. Of course, the Montauketts are 
always free to go the federal route without the 
state recognition.

The road to federal recognition would 
be much more difficult for the Montauketts 
than for the Shinnecocks. The Shinnecocks 
were given a reservation to live on when the 
state recognized them way back when. And 
they can show a clear ongoing history for 
hundreds of years. That never happened for 
the Montauketts. In fact, without any 
reservation to call their own—they felt 
Montauk itself was their home—they lived 
among the white early settlers, having “sold” 
Montauk to a group of settlers known as the 
Proprietors. Because of this, many Montauketts 
died of the diseases the settlers brought. 
They had no immune defenses against these 
diseases. By the late 19th century, very few 
Montauketts remained. 

In 1879, millionaire Arthur Benson of 
Brooklyn went to a Brooklyn auction house, 
where Montauk was up for bid by the 
Proprietors. He purchased Montauk for 
$151,000, saying at the time he intended to 
use Montauk as a summer hunting and fishing 
retreat for himself and his friends. He told the 
remaining Indians there he would pay them 
$80 a year to get off his property. He told 
them the Montaukett tribe was being re-settled 
in Freetown and Oneida, New York, and in 
Wisconsin, and urged them to use some of 
their money to go there. Nearly all did. Fire 
destroyed the home of one Montaukett family 
that didn’t move at that time. 

Perhaps the most famous of the Montaukett 
Indians was Stephen Talkhouse, who died at age 
58 the year Benson bought Montauk. He was a 
famous “walker” and carried messages from 
Montauk to Amagansett and East Hampton and 
back for many years. He was a Civil War veteran 
and his grave is in Montauk. 

Also famous was the chief of the Montauketts 
when the settlers first came in 1639. His name 
was Wyandanch, and he was not only Chief of 
the Montauketts for a number of years, but also 
of all the 13 Algonquin tribes on Long Island at 
the time the settlers came. 

In 1910, a judge in a Riverhead court, in 
a real estate case involving Montauk and 
the Long Island Rail Road, declared that the 
Montauketts, having “lost their identity through 
intermarriage,” were “extinct.” Reports of 
this court case say that 24 Montauketts were 
present when the judge said this. 

At the present time, Robert Pharaoh, a 
Montaukett living in Sag Harbor, is spearheading 
the drive for state and federal recognition. He 
could provide the State information about the 
tribe’s history but, so far, no one has asked. 4

From Western Union to Weather Control to Watermill Center

obert Wilson’s Watermill Center at 

39 Watermill-Towd Road is one of this 
community’s great art centers. Because it is in 
the woods, off the beaten track, it is not well 
known by those unfamiliar with the arts. If they 
do go, they are probably very surprised to 
see it. The building stands on eight and a half 
acres of woodland and is three stories tall and 
20,000 square feet in size. Originally built as a 
factory for Western Union, it lay abandoned for 
some 30 years before Wilson bought it. Later 
in this article, | will describe what went on 
there while it was abandoned. But first, I will 
talk about Robert Wilson himself and his latest 
press announcement. 

Wilson is celebrated for directing plays and 
operas using light and movement in ways never 
done before. His performances, produced 
around the world, have included 1914, The Black 
Rider, Einstein on the Beach, Doctor Faustus, 
The King of Spain, The Little Match Girl, Three 
Sisters, Woyzeck and dozens of others. Many 
are done as collaborations. His merging of 
light, movement, choreography, costume, stage 
set and even script is considered unique and 
unprecedented. He works in many languages. 
And much of what he does begins at his Center 


in the woods in Water Mill, where he also works 
with young artists-in-residence. 

Last week, his staff announced those selected 
as Artists-in-Residence for the upcoming year 
of 2018. They will be Amtim’Etodo (Chile), 
Ville Andersson (Finland), Jarrod Beck (U.S.), 
Tania Bruguera (Cuba), Anne Carson (Canada), 
Jayoung Chung (South Korea), El Colegio del 
Cuerpo (Colombia), Lauren DiGiulio (U.S.), 
Saskia Friedrich (Germany), groupe Karol 
Karol (France), Molly Joyce (U.S.), Masako 
Miki (JJapan), Iva Radivojevic (Serbia), Hugh 
Ryan (U.S.), Bastienne Schmidt (Germany), 
John Stintzi (Canada), Tercer Abstracto (Chile), 
Barthélémy Toguo (Cameroon), Boris Willis 
(U.S.) and Joe Zorrilla (U.S.). “Each artist will 
spend two to six weeks at Watermill,” stated 
the Center’s press release, “to create works 
that critically investigate, challenge and extend 
the existing norms of artistic practice.” Here’s 
some more from the release: 

“The 2018 Artist Residency Program has 
expanded to include more writers, researchers 
and visual artists than ever before” noted Elka 
Rifkin, Director of The Watermil] Center. “This 
dynamic mix allows artists working across 
disciplines to develop their individual practice 
and share ideas with an eclectic community 
while gathered in a common space. We have

also expanded our Educational Programming 
to provide more interactions between our 
Artists-in-Residence and the local community, 
including more workshops for children and 
professional development opportunities for 
East End teachers and educators.” 

The resident artists also have the opportunity 
to utilize the Center’s art collection, library, 
archives and grounds, as a home and workshop 
to create and develop their own work. 
Resident artists are chosen by a distinguished 
international selection committee composed of 
artist peers, journalists, academics, and other 
cultural leaders from all disciplines. 

“The gift of a residency at The Watermill 
Center is an invaluable treasure,” said 
returning Artist-in-Residence Alvaro Restrepo 
of El Colegio del Cuerpo. “Inhabiting Bob 
Wilson’s physical, mental and _ spiritual 
environment is a lesson in the quest for artistic 
and human excellence.” 

2018 marks the first year that Artists-in- 
Residence will have access to the Center’s 
new onsite digital research tool, The Library 
of Inspiration, launched in November 2017. 
The library allows artists and researchers 
to explore Watermill’s collection of art and 
artifacts, documentation of new works created

its Founder and Artistic Director Robert Wilson 
and the supporting collection of books. 

Sharing access to these’ resources, 
recipients of the residencies, including those 
receiving the Inga Maren Otto Fellowship 
providing them with a- stipend, travel 
expenses, and financial support, are able to 
present a public exhibition of the work created 
during the residency. 

The Residency Program will begin on January 
8, 2018 with Iva Radivojevic and Borris Willis. 
Radivojevic is a Serbian video artist based 
in Brooklyn. While at The Watermill Center, 
she will develop Aleph, a video journey 
through a labyrinth of 10 different countries 
and characters using magical realism to steer 
the viewer through collected stories. Willis 


is an American artist merging performance 
and technology, crafting interactive multimedia 
works that draw from his theater and 
dance background. 

During each residency, artists present 
their work to the public as part of In Process 
@ The Watermill Center. Past residents 
have presented work .that was created 
and developed at The Watermill Center, at 
festivals and venues including the New Museum, 
Whitney Museum of American Art, The Kitchen, 
Roulette, Performance Space 122, American 
Realness, Clocktower’ Gallery, Performa, 
Vienna’s Donaufestival, Kampnagel in Hamburg, 
CPR—Center for Performance Research, and 
the Baryshnikov Arts Center, among others. 
To date, The Watermill Center has hosted over 
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As I mentioned earlier, I said | would tell you 
what went on at the Water Mill building after 
Western Union abandoned it. 

As you know, I often write hoaxes to liven 
things up in these pages. As it happened, 
although I'd been living in the Hamptons 
since the 1950s, I did not know there was an 
abandoned factory in the woods of Water Mill 
until about 1980. It had been abandoned for 
at least 20 years by that time and, as it was 
in the news because officials said it ought to 
be torn down as a derelict building, I decided 
to go over there. It was a classic rectangular, 
red-brick factory building, three stories high, 
with broken windows high up and boarded-up 
windows down on the ground level. What a 
mess. I decided something ought to be going on 
there. So I made it up. 

In 1980, I published the first of a series 
of articles about “The Hamptons Weather 
Center,” a factory in the woods in Water Mill 
where the weather over the Hamptons could be 
controlled, or at least modified, to try to create 
pleasant meteorological resort conditions here. 
The building now housed a series of enormous 
generators powered by dozens of coal-fired 
furnaces that could throw extra heat or wind 
up into the atmosphere to increase or decrease 
temperatures or change the course of storms— 
or at least hold them off until Monday, when the 
visitors had gone home. 

I'd go around the paper-shuffling manager of 
this facility to conduct a phone interview with 
Scotty, the foreman directing the workmen 
on the factory floor, shoveling the coal into 
the furnace, for the latest update. Scotty was 
modeled after the “Scotty” on Star Trek. 

“We’re doin’ the best we can,” he would 
tell me. “That hail storm snuck in without 
warning from the south. The men worked 
double shifts when we learned of it. And we 
almost got it to blow off before reaching here, 
but some did get through.” 

You could hear the rumble of the generators 
in the background, and sometimes the workmen 
shouting back and forth to one another as 
they shoveled. 

I interviewed Scotty about a dozen times 
over the years, but when the effects of climate 
change around the world began to become 
noticeable around 1990, I felt I had to retire 
Scotty and his merry band. He could do a 
lot, but only so much, and only by greatly 
polluting the skies. Wilson purchased the | 
property in 1989. 

And another thing. 

I go to the Watermill Center a few times a 
year. I’m Vice President of the Bridgehampton 
Child Care & Recreation Center board, which 
by invitation sometimes sends its kids to Water 
Mill to take part in the goings-on there. Also, our 
annual fundraiser takes place at the Watermill 
Center, thanks to their generosity in letting us 
use part of their space for that event. 

Over the years, the Western Union Building/ 
Hamptons Weather Center has been so modified 
and added onto that you wouldn’t even know it 
had. ever been there. But I see it. I wonder if 
anyone’s ever been to the basement to see all 
the furnaces down there sitting idle. &&

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This Week’s Cover Artist: Savio Mizzi

If you’re looking for this 
' week’s cover artist, Savio 
| Mizzi, he’s probably at his 
East Hampton studio, hard 
at work. When we reached 
out for this week’s interview 
that’s where he was. When 
_ asked if he was there every 
day, he simply responded, 
“Yes definitely,” as if we 
should have already known. 

When Mizzi came to the United States from 
the island of Gozo, part of the Island county of 
Malta in the Mediterranean, in 1974 he attended 
art school where he was taught the ins-and-outs 
of advertising, graphic design and illustration 
which led to a 35-year career that field. “I 
combined art, illustration and design,” he said, 
adding “I did whatever I had to do to get into 
the art business.” Eventually he found his way 
to East Hampton, where he lives and creates 
now. “I grew up on the water,” Mizzi said. “Gozo 
is a very tiny island that’s why I love living here 
because of the water, the sea. That’s also why I 
fish a lot, it’s my hobby.” 

How would you describe your style? 

If you want to call it a name, to me it’s like a 
combination of surrealism and abstraction. But 
I like to paint. So if I want to paint fish Pll paint 
fish. If 1 decide to paint a landscape, Ill paint a 
landscape. I’m not tied into anything I just paint 
what I like to paint, whatever comes to mind. 


I do a lot of sketches for my drawings for that 
reason. That’s how I create my ideas. 

It varies. If you feel like doing a watercolor, or 
a mixed-media piece, or an oil it takes you where 
it wants to take you once you start working on 
it. You never know where it’s going to lead. I use 
mixed media a lot so I could use charcoal with 
watercolor or pencil with watercolor or mix oils 
and acrylics. It depends on the mood. 

Do you prefer working in one medium? 

Ilove watercolor. I like to work with watercolor 
and mixed media where it is line drawing with 
watercolor. But I really don’t have a preference. 
Is there one historical art school/movement 
which you identify with the most and what 
attracts you to that movement? © 

I’m always drawn to the Impressionists like 
Sargent, Winslow Homer and Monet. I’m drawn 
to the color and the composition. These guys 
lived for their art. They could draw and paint 
like you wouldn’t believe. Looking at their work 
even today it’s very impressive the light they 
use in their work, which brings out the color. I 
also love the Renaissance period, but I'm more 
of a traditional, modern artist. 

Is there one piece of art you have not seen 
that you would like to see in person? 

There’s a lot of them, but I’d say The Sistine 
Chapel. I’ve been there, but never inside. I’ve 
been to Rome two times. The first time the Pope 
had died, so they closed the Sistine Chapel. 
The other time the line was way too long and 
I would have had to wait forever. Talk about a 
painting! But I like good art so it’s hard to be too

specific. There is a lot of good art out there and 
a lot of good artists. So I don’t care who did it. I 
don’t look at names. I look at the work itself. Art 
is a very personal thing.

Keeping it Real

U pon first glance, many of the works on display 
at the Parrish Art Museum’s current exhibition 
may look uncannily like photographs. That’s the 
point. From Lens to Eye to Hand: Photorealism 1969 to 
Today, on display through January 21, 2018, is asurvey 
of Photorealism, a contemporary art movement 
spearheaded by artists who have embarked upon 
a new way of seeing and depicting the world. This 
exhibition features 73 paintings and works on paper 
by 35 artists—from early practitioners to second and 
third generation Photorealists—bringing together, 
for the first time in the United States, important 
paintings from public and private collections, and 
a series of watercolors and works on paper never 
before exhibited in an American museum. 

The term Photorealism was coined by gallerist 
and author Louis Meisel in 1969. The style’s 
beginnings can be traced to 1968 and ’69 in New 
York and California. According to guggenheim.org, 
“Photorealism’ involved the production of images 
that deployed near-microscopic detail to achieve 
the highest degree of representational verisimilitude 
possible.” Artists would use a photograph as the 
primary visual reference to paint “with the goal 
of photographic actuation [which] often included 
technical or pictorial challenges with a focus on 
surface, such as glass, reflections, or the effects 
of light.” Sometimes multiple photographs were 
used in order to “transcend the limitations of the 
singular depth of field of conventional photography.” 


with Photorealism at Parrish | 


Photorealism was almost 
immediately denounced as a fad in 
reaction to Pop, Minimalism and 
Performance Art and lampooned by 
critics asa betrayal of Modernism 
due to its return to representation. 
No matter what the critics 
say, the works on display at the 
Parrish are a sight to behold, some 
indistinguishable from even. the 
most high-defintion photo one could 
take with the most sophisticated 


of smartphones. If you ever owned How do you like these apples? 


a ’71 Buick or a ’73 Malibu, Robert 
Bechtle’s picture-perfect representations of those 
vehicles might transport you back to your own mid- 
’70s driveway. Even if you’ve been to the Met in New 
York, you’ve never quite seen it as crystal clear as 
Robert Neffson portrays it. Ben Schonzeit’s “Winter 
Apples” look good enough to eat. You get the idea. 
According to Terrie Sultan, Parrish Art Museum 
Director and exhibition organizer, “From Lens to 
Eye to Hand offers audiences an opportunity to see 
and experience photorealist masterworks, including 
spectacular paintings from the Parrish collection.” 
The exhibition begins with some of Photorealism’s 
founding artists: Richard Estes, Chuck Close, Robert 
Bechtle and Ralph Goings, whose 1969 painting Jeep 
40 809B (Safway Jeep), sets the stage. The exhibition 
concludes with hyper-realistic works by the later 
generations of Photorealists such as Yigal Ozeri, 
Raphaella Spence, Bertrand Meniel and Anthony 


Brunelli, all of whom reveal how 
recent technological advances in 
digital image-making can impact the 
painterly gesture. Taken together, 
the exhibition firmly demonstrates 
that Photorealism remains, 
Sundiluted, conceptually coherent 
and consistently compelling. 
In an essay included in the 
, s exhibition catalog, Richard 
#Kalina notes, “What Photorealism 
8 conspicuously lacks is pretension,” 
which he explains, “is in direct 
opposition to academic art of all kinds.” 
It is, perhaps, Photorealism’s lack of pretension 
which draws the ire of critics. And perhaps its lack 
of pretension is what further impresses, fascinates 
and mesmerizes the viewer, compelling him or her 
to look a bit longer and deeper into each painting. 
The impersonal, apolitical simplicity—save some 
more busy works (we’re looking at you “Wheel of 
Fortune” by Audrey Flack)—combined with the vivid 
representation and painstaking detail in the work on 
display is refreshing in today’s consumer-oriented, 
over-politicized culture in which “more is more is 
more” is shouted from every rooftop and Twitter 
handle. So forget the critics, turn off your phone and 
go look at some art! g&

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Stony Brook Southampton’s Latest Review

The 2018 Winter/Spring 
edition of The Southampton 
Review has’ made _ its 
debut. In the words of Editor- 
in-Chief Lou Ann Walker, 
the mission of the review 
is to “provide an _ outlet 
for work that entertains, 
and in many cases, that 
speaks truth to power.” This 
edition of TSR certainly 
accomplishes that mission. Through the works 
of fiction, poetry, memoir, screenplays, literary 
cartoons, photography and art, TSR captures the 
human experience. 

New faculty member and esteemed short 
story writer Amy Hempel has joined TSR for 
this edition as Fiction Editor. The fiction pieces 
chosen include a short story about a ballerina’s 
revenge in “Audition” by Derek Updegraff, a 
dysfunctional family traveling through France, 
ending up in tatters on a Paris street in “The Last 
Johnson Family Vacation” by Sophia Rubenstein, 
and a woman struggling to accept the reason 
a man has rejected her in “Blame the Dogs” by 
Paola Peroni. These are only a few of the 


stories selected by Hempel and the editors of | 


TSR, but all of them have an innate human 
quality. They include flawed characters who 
bring each story to life. In addition to the 
longer pieces of fiction, the Short Short Fiction 
_Prize Winners are also included in this volume. 
They include “The Strip Club” by Will Finalyson, 
“Tsunami” by Elizabeth Stix, and “On the Street 
Corner” by Yoram Naslavsky. 


Sag Harbor’s Star Black 
served as Guest Poetry 
Editor for this volume 
of TSR. The’ volume 
opens with poems _ by 
Billy Collins, “Whiskers,” 
and “Paris in May.” It 
closes. with  poems_ by 
new faculty member 
Cornelius Eady. The poetry 
that falls between the works 
of these two respected 
poets is as equally thought- 
provoking and beautiful as 
that of the poems by Collins 
and Eady. Of these, one that 
stands out from the pack is “A 
Mirror of the Missing You” by 
Michelle Whittaker, author of 
the poetry collection Surge 
and alumna of the MFA 
Creative Writing program at 
Stony Brook Southampton. 
Also compelling are 
“Proem” and “Third Child” 
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adulthood, from innocent 
to parolee, are astounding. 
Sonya Bilocerkowycz’s “I 
Saw the Sunshine, Melting,” 
about the Chernobyl disaster, 
has a similar effect. Though 
Bilocerkowycz’s connection 
to Chernobyl is far removed, 
the attachments made 
by her are both stunning 
and riveting. 

Between the prose and

'-cartoons. Matt Collins 


and Grant Snider present 
cartoons that are both telling 
and wonderfully entertaining. 
The art, particularly that of

London. The language in all of 
the poetry in this issue speaks to the larger mission 
of TSR, and represents the many different aspects of 
the human condition. 

The memoir and nonfiction pieces within this 
issue are also wonderful reads. “Going to See the 
Bats” by John Lagenfeld, a former prisoner, tells of 
writes about a tradition that began in Lagenfeld’s 
childhood, and then continued after he was released 
from prison.

Finding and Keeping Your Christmas Tree 


pic: out the perfect tree is of the utmost 
importance. Luckily, the nationwide Christmas 
tree shortage has not deeply affected the Long Island 
supply. Here are acouple of pro tips to make sure your 
tree is the best that it can be. First, if there are a lot of 
needles on the ground around the tree, pick another 
one. To make sure a tree is fresh, grab a branch 
and pull your hand towards you along the branch. 
The needles should not fall off. And remember, the 
trees in the field look small when the sky is the 
ceiling, so measure. 
WHERE TO GET YOUR TREE 

This year, Dart’s Christmas Tree Farm in Southold 
features premium pre-cut Fraser fir and Concolor 
fir in their Magic Forest area. Dart’s will not be 
offering cut-your-own trees in their fields this year. 
dartschristmastreefarm.com 

Finks Country Farm in Wading River offers a large 
variety of Douglas, Fraser, Concolor and Noble Fir 
trees. On weekends, Fink’s features a kiddie train 
ride, pony rides, hot cider, holiday music, visits. by 
Santa Claus and more. finksfarm.com 

Cut your own trees at Lewin’s Christmas Tree 
Farm in Wading River, where trees range from 1 to 
15 feet and include Douglas fir, Blue Spruce, Norway 
Spruce and White Pine. Get there early as it takes 
longer than you think to fell a tree. lewinfarm.com 

Santa’s Christmas Tree Farm in Cutchogue sits 
on more than 23 acres with Douglas and Concolor fir 
and Blue Spruce trees. They provide the saws, all you 
have to do is pick it out your tree and cut it down. 
santaschristmastreefarm.com 


Family owned and operated since 1987, Shamrock , 


Christmas Tree Farm in Mattituck grows some 
of the most beautiful trees in the area. Grab the 
family and pick out a Douglas or Fraser fir, or even 
a potted tree, balled tree or Charlie Brown = 
shamrockchristmastreefarm.com . 

Zuhoski Farms is operating two farms. On the 
corner of Bridge Lane and Route 48 in Cutchogue, 
they'll be selling pre-cut Fraser and Douglas firs. At

only, you pick your favorite tree and they'll cut it 
down.

CARE AND KEEPING OF YOUR TREE 

Now that you’ve gotten your tree home, get your 
saw out and trim about a half-inch off the bottom 
of the trunk before setting it in the stand. Water it. 
When trees are cut, they automatically ooze pitch, 
clogging up the pores. Cutting the bottom opens 
those pores back up and allows for better water 
absorption. Note: Drilling a hole in the base of the 
trunk does NOT improve water intake. 

Make sure to keep the tree stand full of water—a 
fresh-cut tree can consume one gallon of water in a 
24-hour period! As a general rule, provide one quart 
of water for every inch of stem diameter. 

Use a properly sized tree stand. The tree’s 
outermost layers of wood take in water most 
efficiently, so you want to keep those. You could 
even pack your tree stand with soil and “plant the 
tree.” If you do this, keep the soil wet. Adding corn 
syrup, sugar or other additives to the water in the 
tree base is.not proven to work. But if you have a

secret family recipe, by all means go ahead. 

Keep the tree away from all heat sources such as 
fireplaces, heat vents and direct sunlight. Also use 
lights that produce only a low amount of heat. For 
the freshest trees, consider placing a humidifier in 
the same room. Note that dried out trees are a fire 
hazard. It takes only second for a dried out tree to 
become engulfed in flames. 

You don’t have to keep your home at snow-ready 
temperatures, but the colder the better for your 
Christmas tree. These trees thrive in cold-weather 
winter temperatures, after all. 

The healthier you keep your tree, the less problem 
you'll have with messy needle loss. ga

Jam Dreeben’s Delicious Fishes of the East End 


ith the Feast of the Seven Fishes, a big part of 

the traditional Italian-American Christmas Eve 
celebration, coming up, we decided to check in with 
Jim Dreeben. We don’t know if he’s Italian, but we do 
know that, as the former owner of Peconic Paddler in 
Riverhead, Dreeben spends a lot of time on East End 
waters and dines out often. So we asked him for his 
picks of “seven fishes.” Here they are: 


“I usually order the same dish every time because 
it is delicious. For example: Jerry and the Mermaid 
in Riverhead makes Shinnecock Mussels Luciano 
Style, in white wine. I have had mussels in wine 
in many restaurants but Jerry makes the best. 
(It’s the first dish my wife ordered many years ago, 
the day we met. | did not even know her last name at 
the time.) 


Edgewater in Hampton Bays cooks up outstanding 
Linguini with White Clam Sauce. It’s my favorite 
dish of all. I usually order it with Roasted Corn Salad 


(in season) or Pan-Seared Yellowfin Tuna. You can - 


sit inside or outside (weather permitting) with a 
view of the beautiful Shinnecock Bay. You can get to 
Edgewater by kayak and take-out across the street. 


At Buoy One in Westhampton | go for the Buckets 
of Steamers. They also have Baskets of Fried Oysters 
and Clams.

imee Fitzpatrick Martin is an agent at 
Saunders specializing in the luxury and 
waterfront market in Quogue, Westhampton 
Beach, Remsenburg and Hampton Bays. She 
grew up summering in the Hamptons and made 
it her full time home in 1997. 
Where are you from originally? 

I was born in Williston Park and spent my high 
school years in Commack. I attended Commack 
South. I then went to Boston University and 
worked in Boston before my career led me to 
New Mexico and Connecticut. 

What brought you to the Hamptons? 

My family started vacationing in the Hamptons 
when I was little and then close relatives moved 
to Southampton, so I spent a lot of time visiting. 
I was fortunate enough to move here full-time in 
1997. Dreams do come true. 

How did you get into real estate? 

My background is in public relations, 
advertising/marketing and writing—a great 
foundation for real estate. I worked very long 
hours at a large advertising agency and juggled 
large accounts—not unlike managing several 
luxury listings at any one time. When we moved 
to the Hamptons, I wrote for Newsday and 
had a column in the Southampton Press about 
the homes of well-known people living in the 
Hamptons. That led to great connections. | 
realized I wanted to be selling real estate, not 
writing about it. 

Why do you like working in real estate? 


Every house, every day, every buyer, every 
seller and every deal is so different. I have 
met such interesting, loyal and _ inspiring 
professionals, celebrities, media personalities 
and Wall Street execs along the way. I love the 
variety and freedoms that real estate offers and 
couldn’t imagine a better career to match my 
interests and strengths. 
Why should anyone use you as a broker? 

My corporate background gives mea buttoned- 
up, professional approach to real estate. | listen, 
show up on time and get the job done. I’m a big 
believer in exceeding expectations. Sellers and 
buyers tell me they appreciate that I’m such a 
good communicator and negotiator. I’m a Type 
A personality, so dotting every “i” and crossing 
every “t” is extremely important to me. | also 
have excellent relationships with attorneys, 
surveyors, appraisers, inspectors, land use 
experts and building inspectors and that helps 
get things done when you’re on a deadline and 
trying to get a deal to the finish line. 

What’s a mistake many people make when 
buying a home? 

They come into the home buying process 
with a huge list of “must haves” and if a home 
doesn’t check every single box, they move on to 
the next one, often missing out on a great deal 
or house with great potential. I tell buyers that 
unless they have an unlimited budget to custom 
build the house of their dreams, every home 
they see will have some cons. 

If they are financing their purchase, another 
mistake is not meeting with a good mortgage 


broker who can pre-qualify them before they 
start looking. Interest rates and taxes can make 
a huge difference in a monthly payment. 
What’s a mistake many people make selling a 
home? 

Pricing a home unrealistically. Some brokers 
will flatter a seller to get the listing. I won’t do 
that. I show sellers all the best sold comparables 
and try to help them understand that what 
they paid for their house, what they put into 
it, and what they want has no bearing on what 
the market will pay for their house. If a seller 
gets an offer, and then other offers come in 
at similar prices—then that’s what the market 
feels the house is worth. If a seller thinks their 
house is worth $3 million and the market says 
it’s worth $2 million, there’s a huge disconnect. 

Another mistake is not making the house 
available to show. You can’t sell a house if 
buyers can’t get in to see it. 

What’s the one thing that laypeople don’t 
understand about real estate? 

Watching HGTV has practically become a 
national pastime. A nice couple looks at three 
homes (if only!) and magically finds the house 
of their dreams. Before the show neatly wraps 
up, they are moved in, renovations are done, 
and they’re entertaining with a smile. The truth 
is that real estate is hard work and can be 
stressful for buyers, sellers and brokers. The 
process takes more time than you think, there 
can be disappointments along the way, and 
surprises often pop up...but it sure is one of the 
most thrilling rides people can take. g&
